Dino Celebrates 80th 
In ‘Wonderful Town’ 
He Found In 1925

Dino Valz, born in northern Italy and 
raised in Vermont, came to Andover in 
1925, a flat-broke Harvard graduate who 


needed a job ‘‘in a hurry 

Knowing ‘‘just a wee bit about printing,” 
he found a job with the Andover, Press, 
printing college yearbooks and writing 
weekly editorials for the Andover Towns- 
man. He moved his ‘‘suitcaseful of posses- 

into an attic apartment on the corner 

of Morton and Chestnut streets and became 
i citizen of Andover 

He lives now with his wife, Erma, in a 
on Stratford Road that they 
had custom-built in 1937, when the street 
was new. He has lived and worked 
his family and retired in Andover 
a wonderful town 

On New Year's Eve, Mr. Valz celebrated 
his eightieth birthday here. In the nearly 60 
years since he was hired by the Andover 
Press, he has worked in printing and adver 
students the art of 
printing in town government 
And eight he started a quarterly 
newsletter for the Historical Society 
At 80, Mr. Valz says he thanks God he is 
till breathing but adds that he is 

healthy as a horse He never even has 
1 headache Erma Valz says It drives 
me up a tree.’’) Dressed in a plaid flannel 
shirt and smoking cigarettes, he is energet 
c and enthusiastic, and talks with relish 
about his life, his interests, his opinions 
Mrs. Valz sits nearby, doing needlework 
and interjecting an occasional comment or 
editorial chuckle 

His home is ‘‘loaded with Italy paint- 
ings of the village where he was born, 
photographs of the Alps, history books writ 
ten in Italian, copper pieces (a bedwarmer 
and assorted pots) from his native country, 
edelweiss blossoms pressed and framed 

He was born Dec. 31, 1903 in the village of 
Piedicavallo, Piedmont, in the Italian Alps 
not far from the Swiss border. (His ances- 
tors were German-speaking Swiss who 
crossed the Alps during the 12th century in 
a better climate for farming, he

forming townspeople. 

He most enjoyed serving as director and vice-president of the ill-fated 
Andover Co-op (now Barcelo’s market) during its successful years in the 
late sixties, when he wrote Townsman ‘‘image-building”’ ads for the food co- 
operative. 

And eight years ago, on the eve of the country’s year-long bicentennial 
celebration, Dino Valz ‘‘accidentally’’ became a member of the Andover 
Historical Society 

He was drafted into a men’s work group that set out to build new 
bookshelves at the society's 97 Main St. headquarters, but was immediately 
sidetracked by the sight of some 59 old family Bibles, and bound copies of 
the Townsman that were nearly 100 years old — and had mostly fallen into 
disrepair 

‘I said to the other men, ‘You use the saw and the hammer — I want to 
work on these books.’ "’ He repaired the leather bindings of the old 
newsnaners and oiled the covers of the leather-bound Bibles. Next he 


volunteered to write a newspaper review of a bicentennial history of the 
town, to help promote sales of the book —and he still had not become a 
member of the society 

But before December 1975 ended, Mr. Valz had been accepted as a 
member of the historical society. His assignment: to create a quarterly 
newsletter for members. He has produced 32 issues in the past eight years, 
‘80,000 words’’, and it’s ‘‘a one-man show, from dreaming up the ideas to 
proofreading the page proofs — from A to Z.”’ 

Besides editing the newsletter, Dino is working on a continuing series of 
articles on the Italian immigrants in Barre for a Vermont newspaper. (He is 
a ‘‘wordsmith”’ by avocation.) He reads, especially histories (his trick for 
reading twice as much as most people is to start in the middle of a book, a 
habit that annoys his wife greatly), and is currently working on The Ri« 
and Fall of the Third Reich (from the beginning). And he enjoys landsc: 
at his summer home in ew Hampshire: ‘You must keep your ming .

‘ JANUARY 5, 1984 ; 


New Mall Construction To Begin; 
Labor Day Opening A Possibility 


Andover can anticipate a new retail mall 
to be in operation by as early as Labor Day, 
if plans proceed on schedule 

Robert E. Finlayson, who will develop 
the mall off Park street adjacent to the site 
of the former Purity Supreme building, said 
this week that engineers and architects are 
currently working on final plans for the new 
mall and that construction could begin as 
early as March 

His timetable provides for construction 
work to proceed toward near-completion by 
midsummer, leaving the final stages to 
retailers who will have leased space in the 
10-15 store mall. Tenant work would include 
interior decoration and accomodation of the 
space needed for their particular operation. 

Finlayson received approval last week 
from selectmen and the Industrial Finance 
Development Authority (IDFA) for $2 mil- 
lion in low-interest IDFA bonds to finance 
the project. but indicated that the total 
project cost should be much lower than 
that 

As for tenants, Finlayson said he has had 
as many as 40 inquiries from retailers seek- 
ing information about the mall 

Key to the project, however, is the obtain 
ing of an ‘anchor’ tenant, preferably a fami- 
ly specialty clothing store, Finlayson said 

Once the anchor tenant is secured, Fin- 
layson feels the other tenants will be ob- 
tained in a rather rapid and orderly fashion. 

As for the actual number of stores to be 
located there, the number can vary from 
ten to 15, depending on the amount of space 
required by the individual tenants 

The current plan provides for up to 15 
units. But. should a prospective tenant re- 
quire more square footage the floor space 
will be adjusted to accomodate the needs 

The mall developer said that his goal is to 
bring new businesses to Andover in an ef- 


fort to expand the offerings available in the 
downtown business area. At the moment he 
is hopeful that the mall will be dedicated 
solely to retail space, rather than having 
auxiliary usage such as offices 

The second floor will contain an atrium 
with outside light catching the glass-fronted 
retail space 

Above the second floor shops will be lofts 
which retailers may use for either office or 
Slorage space 

The byilding will be constructed from 
Moor and Mountain to the rear of the prop- 
erty. The Moor and Mountain building and 
operation will remain, but some of the 


buildings to the rear will be torn down to 
accomodate the new construction. A por 
tion of the property now occupied by Fin- 
layson’s Real Estate Guide operations will 
ye incorporated into the new mall 

While the Andover businessman initially 
proposed a downtown mall in partnership 
with another local businessman, Finlayson 
is the sole developer of this property 

About a year ago, he and Robert Webster 
had proposed a mall for the Purity Supreme 
lot. That later became involved in a pro- 
posed swap of that lot for town parking and 
a proposed garage, relocating the mall to 
the rear of town hall 


Ultimately town meeting purchased the 
Purity lot from Bartlett Pealty Trust, 
owned by Finlayson and Webster, to be used 
for surface parking. It will be developed by 
the town in the spring 

The mal! wil be fully landscaped, with 
walkways along the front which will face 
the town parking lot. Mall parking will be a 
short distance away from the parking area 
in order to retain a constant, clear view of 
the frontage which will be of coloniai styl- 
ing 

The project is the first major devel- 
opment for retail space in the downtown 
area for many years

The Day Care Issue 


It seems almost ridiculous to have to go through 
the formality and legalities of hearings as to 
whether day care providers can continue to oper- 
ate in Andover, 

But, the Zoning Board of Appeals will listen to 
just such a case tonight, and ultimately rule on the 
continued use of private homes to provide day care 
for working parents. 

The case comes before the board because neigh- 
bors of a day care provider in the Indian Ridge 
section have objected to such activity in a resi- 
dential area. 

State law provides that such activity can legally 
be carried out as long as specific regulations are 
followed by the provider. 


What is really being tested in tonight’s hearing i is 
the town’s zoning regulations for the benefit of the 
building inspector. To be determined essentially is 
whether such an activity can be adjudged a busi- 
ness in a residential zone. 

Frankly, there should be little debate, in that, 
while it is a business-like enterprise, it is also a 
necessary service and should be allowed to contin- 
ue. 

The service is not unlike that which could take 
place in a professional office which is allowed in 
homes. 


It is, in fact, a service, much needed in these 
times. 

While there are those who would continue to 
criticize the fact that both parents work while 
their child or children are at a tender age, there is 
the unmistakable fact that in most cases working 
is a necessity to meet the family budget require- 
ments. 

It is not the absence of love that drives both 
parents into the work world. Rather it is the true 
desire to provide properly for their family. 

To leave the care of children to responsible 
people in the course of the day and who are super- 
vised by regulatory agencies to insure the safety 
and health of the charges left to their care, is 
virtually a requirement by today’s living stan- 
dards in many cases. 

Caring for up to six youngsters a day hardly 
affects the neighborhood in which such activity 
takes place. Nor would it adversely affect any 
traffic problems in the neighborhood. 

It would seem then, that tonight’s precedent- 
setting hearing and the decision that follows, 
should involve a simple exercise of examining the 
issue and assuring that day care can continue to be 
provided in Andover as a necessary service by 
those willing to perform such activity in their 
homes.
